The 
Hindu did not want to cross the ¢cean, not 
even when forbidden to do so, But times 
have changed with the march of civilization.

The orthodox Brahmins have taken 
no special exception to this till within a few 
years past, when the “evil” becanie so great 
they could no longer ignore its existence. 
Then they frowned upon the offenders, and 
made it mere uncomfortable for them than it 
has been for some alleged heretics in this 
country.

that the Vedes and the Shastas forbid sea 
travel and that the consensus of Hindu tradi- 
tion supports the view.

The Real Estate Board showed great com- 
mon senso Saturday when it gave it as its 
opinion that the additional money needed for 
keeping clean and policing the city this year 
should be obtained not by increasing the gen- 
eral taxes, but by doubling the saloon licenses. 
More money can be obtained in that way than 
by the 1 per cent extra it is proposed to levy 
on real and personal property, and the money 
thus raised will be flowing into the City Treas- 
ury during this year. 

The objection made by a few of the mem- 
bers of the board to the plan of inqreasing the 
licenses was that the Aldermen would not 


the saloonkeepers, There aré about 7,000 of 
them and yet they outweigh, in aldermanic 
estimation, all the other inhabitants of the 
city. It will be like pulling teeth to make the 
Aidermen vote for higher license, Yet Mr. 
Kerfoot was right when he said: 

I doubt whether we could accomplish very 
much in Springfield. I would much rather tackle 
the Common Council of Chicago than the Legis 
lature at Springfieid. 

An effort to get through the slow-moving 
General Assembly a bill authorizing the in- 
crease of taxes here will meet with the opposi- 
tion of the taxpayers, which will have weight 
with the*members from the country as well 
as with ghose from this city. Those who 
know best the sentiment of the Legislature 
say that it will be impossible to get it to pase 
a bill increasing the tax levy. — 

An ordinance to raise the saloon licenses 
will have the support of nearly all the citizens 
of Chicago and the opposition of the saloon- 
keeping class alone, The question is whether 
the former, who are an overwhelming ma- 
jority of tne voters, can bring pressure enough 
on the Aldermen to make them sacrifice their 
friends the saloonkeepers. The people can 
exert that pressure if they choose to do so. 

The city ought to bekept clean. The Leg- 
islature will not give more nioney and it is a 
waste of time to try to make itdoso. The 
saloons will furnish abundant revenue if the 
Aidermen will pass the necessary ordinance. 
The city fathers live here. It is not necessary 
to send delegations to Springfield to argue 
with them. Therefore it would be well for 
the members of the Real Estate Board, and 
for those of other organizations who are in- 
terested in the cleaning of the city, to reason 
with the Aldermen in season and out of sea- 
son, and to do what they can to stir up a pub- 
lic feeling on the subject, which will force 
enough of the Aldermen to change front to 
make it possible to pass an ordinance raising 
saloon licenses to a thousand dollars.

The Presidential succession act, 
which was passed early in 1886, provides that 
“in case of the removal, death, resignation, 
or inability af both the President and Vice- 
President of the United States’ the Secretary 
of State, or, if he cannot act, the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and so on down through the 
Cabinet, “shall act as President unti] the dis- 
ability of the President or Vice-President is 
removed or a President shall be elected.” 

The probabilities are that most persons

cession act that it was not meant to cover and 
did not cover the case of the death of the 
President and Vice-President elect. Yet such 
was not the view of several of those who votei 
for the law.

I¢ 
is doubtful, in view of the great Democratic 
majority last November, whether that party 
would be inclined to submit. Nor if Messrs. 
Harrison and Morton had died before March 
4,: 1889, would the Republicans have been 
willing to admit that Secretary Bayard should 
act as President for the next four years. 

If the very remote cont:ngency of the death 
of the President and Vice-President elect 
should happen the matter is one which Uon- 
gress would have to settle. It ought to cali a 
new election at the earliest possible moment, 
the Secretary of State of the outgoing admin- 
istration acting as President in the mean- 
while, or if it saw fit it migh‘ call the Electoral 
Colleges together again and let them agree on 
new men. If the election had been a very 
close one, as close as in 1876, the party which 
had been defeated in November might wish 
to fight the fight over again. If overwhelin- 
ingly beaten it might not object to the recon- 
vening of the Electoral Colleges. It is more 
likely, however,.that the people would prefer 

o have a new election, so that they might fill 
the vacancy with a man who suited them, not 
leaving the choice to Electors who had been 
selected not to pick out the best man, as was 
originally intended, but to vote for one par- 
ticular man. 

While it is not likely that the contingency 
mentioned above will happen, and while if it 
should happen there is good reason to believe 
that the political common gense and modera- 
tion of the American people would settle it 
without difficulty, yet no harm would be done 
by making provision to cover this omitted 
case. 


ELECTRIC AND SUN LIGHT. 

It is estimated that the electric lights at the 

Worild’s Fair will have a total illuminating 
power equal to that of nearly twelve and a 
half million candles of the kind used to pro- 
duce the light adopted as the unit of illumi- 
nation. It is askea at what distance from the 
earth such a massing of light would be visi- 
ble, supposing the seer to have a human eye. 
The distance is not nearly so great as might 
be supposed. An observer on the moon would 
need a telescope magnifying about four hun- 
dred times in order to see the light as equal 
to that reaching him from a star of the sixth 
magnitude, some one and three-quarter trill- 
ions of which would give us the same light 
that we receite from the sun, The mode of 
reasoning by which this conclusion is arrived 
at is not difficult tq follow or understand, 
Take 18,000 feet as a lineal unit, that being 
the greatest distance at which the light of a 
standard candle could be perceived in other- 
Wise perfect darkness and under a clear sky. 
The nearly 240,000 miles that separate vs 
from the moon contain about 70,000 of those 
lineal units, and this number must be squared, 
because the intensity of illumination varies 
inversely as the square of the distance. The 
square is a little less than five billions, which 
must be used as a divisor to the twelve and a 
half millions of candie power. The quotient 
is one part in four hundred, showing thatjthe 
light must be telescopically condensed four 
hundred times in order that it shall be faintly 
visible at the average distance of the mcon, 

The result shows that such a light, though 
grand to us, is insignificant compared with 
that emitted by the sun and stars. It ‘may 
otherwise be computed that ata distance of 
fifteen yards the illuminative effect 1s equal 
to the full blaze of sunlight, but the solur rays 
have traveled some 98,000,000 miles from their 


Source when we make the comparison, That 
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dark half of the lunar disk and reflected back 
tous. The distance of the moon at any as- 
signed moment being calculable to within a 
single mile such an experiment would solve 
the problem with great precision. But the 
preceding collocation of figures indicates that 
we are yeta long way from the time when 


such an experiment can be attacked, if ever. : 


The light from the World’s Fair would be ex- 


ceedingly faint by the time it reached the. 


moon, so faint that it would hardly be re- 
fiected at all. To be perceived by us the iliu- 
mination of the lunar surface must be nearly 
as great as that which will be artifically in- 
duced in Jackson Park next summer, requir- 
ing the initial light here to be immensely 
greater. At the same time there need: be no 
doubt as to the possibility: of sufficiently 
lighting a much larger area to perform the 
work, 
make it “ as light as day ” through a limited 
amount of space, and we know that it is sun- 
light falling on clouds over a swall percent- 
age of the earth’s surface which by a second 
reflection from the otherwise dark portion of 
the lunar disk sometimes causes the phenome- 
non known as “the old moon in the new 
moon’s arms.” So the problem is strictly 
solvable in theory, though now impracticable. 


CASES WHICH SHOULD NOT BE IN COURT. 

One of the newly elected Judges said the 
other day that in the two months he had been 
on the bench it had cost the county $9,000 to 
run his court, whilé the amownt of the judg- 
ments recovered would not exceed $2,000. That 
sv much was spent over so little was not due 
to the fact that the sums sued for were exceed- 
ingly small, but to the fact that so many of 
the cases heard had no merit and ought not to 
have found their way into court. Said the 
Judge: 

‘The trouble is that so many cases are heard that 
have absolutely no foundation. It takes $6 to be- 
gin asuit. [It may take the court a week to try 
it. Then the case is dismissed. While we are try- 
ing petty casesthe jail is crowded and we are 
needed at the Criminal Court. Unless the county 
passes an act establishing a schedule of costs 
against the defending party this bringing of petty 
cases will continue. The Legislature shuuid be 
appeaied to ta establish a fee bill. | 

There are on the dockets of the courts two 
classes of suits which should not be there— 
those where the plaintiff bas no ground of 
action, and those where the defendant has ab- 
solutely no defense, but uses the machinery of 
the law to postpone the payment of his just 
debts. Such suits as these and the delays due 
to adherence to an antiquated system of juris- 
prudence make it a task of great difficulty to 
get prompt’justice in a Cook County court. 

One man thinks he has a claim against an- 
other when in reality he has none. He con- 
sults a lawyer about it. Ifhe runs across an 
honest one he is told that he has no case, If 
he falls into the hands of one who is not as 
scrupulous and wants a fee he is told that 
he has justice on his side and that if he will 
advance $6 for court fees and pay something 
for legal services he will win. Other suits are 
begun by angry men against the advice of 
their lawyers. Whéti these cases are reached 
on the docket the plaintiff gets beaten if he has 
not previously ordered them to be dismissed. 
The man who has been sued has no compensa- 
tion for his expenses and trouble, 

One way to put an end to these suits where 
the plaintiff has no case whatever is to require 
amuch larger deposit fee; and the bill which 
the Cook County Jddges are drafting for tnat 
purpose ought to bé passed. Ifit were made 
more expensive to begin a suit people would 
not be so eager to rush into court. If an at- 
torney said to them Xhat they had to put up 
$25 to begin with inste f $% a great many 
would say that law was not the cheap amuse- 
ment it used to be and that they would keep 
out of it. 

lf the man who now forces his creditor to 
sue him to recover a just debt, and who suc- 
ceeds in getting the trial postponed from term 
to term, knew he would have to make a much 
larger deposit than he does now before he 
could have any standing in court he would be 
more hkely to pay his debts promptly. 

Courts were established to promote justice— 
not litigation. It was not inténded that they 
should be used for the purpose of troubling 
people with unjust suits, or defeating the col- 
lection of honest debts. They are used for 
both purposes now, and the taxpayers have to 
pay the bills. The Judges Welieve that if liti- 
gation is made a little more expensive these 
evils will be abated somewhat. The Legisla- 
ture should try the experiment. A litigant 
with a just cause cau afford to deposit more 
than $6, for he is likely to win his case. An 
unjust litigant who knows that be ought not 
to win and cannot win will dislike to throw 
away a considerable sum. As for a Jawyer 
who kno ws a man has no case, and yet advises 
him te go into court to resist a just demand, 
or press an unjust one, he should be debarred. 


CALIFORNIA ASSESSMENT MONSTROSITY. 

It was stated two weeks ago that Cook 
County Representative Erickson of this city 
had prepared a bill providing that. when real 
estate was incumbered by a mortgage, trust 
deed, or other lien, the owner should be en- 
titled to a reduction in valuation proportionate 
to the amount of the lien, that portion of the 
tax of which he was relieved being saddled on 
the holder of the lieti. 

This measure has not beet introduced 
yet, and for the credit of the Representative 
who was charged with its paternity it is to be 
hoped it will not be. It 1s merely a copy of a 
California law which its authors claimed 
would be a blessing to borrowers, but which 
has turned out just the reverse. ~ 

This jaw requires every holder of real estate 
under oath to return the full amount of all in- 
cum brances on his Jand, lot, or house. Hew 
not obliged to state the name or place of resi- 
dence of the owner of the lien. It is not nec- 
essary that that should be known, because ail 
liens on real estate are considered as real es- 
tate for the purposes of taxation, andif the 
owner of a mortgage does not pay the tax 
assessed on it that delinquent tax becomes a 
lien on the mortgage, and the latter, or what- 
ever percentage of it may be necessary, can 
be sold to satisfy the claim of the State. : 

For purposes of assessment the value of the 
mortgage is deducted from that of the land 
and the difference is assessed against the 
realty and collected from the owner. if he 
does not pay the property is sold, as usual, for 
taxes. Thus, if a parcel of dand worth 
actually $15,000, but assessed for $10,000—for 
while the law requires a full cash valuation it 
is net lived up to—is incumbered for $7,500, 
the owner of the fee pays a tax on only $2,500. 
If the land is assessedifor $10,000 and mort- 
gaged for tho same sum the owner pays no 
tax, and the “greedy money lender”. pays 
it all.

per cent; take it or leave it.”’ The borrower 
also makes a mental calculation and says to 
himself:

The Californian has learned by his unhappy 
experience since 1879 that the relief promised 
him by the unprincipled, deceptive dema- 
gogues is a humbug, and that all they have 
done for hind isto increase his interest and 
his taxes, thus hurting instead of helping him.

the American people. Some additional facts 
‘found in the mail advices which are due to- 


morrow ma&y be incorporated in the message, 
but there is nothing that is likely to change 
its general tone of vigorous Americanism. 

In thegpinion of the President annexation 
18 the solution of the Hawaiian situation, and 
the draft of an annexation treaty may go to 
the Senate with his message. The present 
purpose, however, is to inform Congress and 
the country of the information which the ad- 
ministration has received and of the impor- 
tance which it attaches to that information. 
For this reason the special message may go 
to both Houses and the annexation treaty 
reach the Senate later. 

The President firmly believes that it is the 
duty of the United States to accept the re- 
sponsibility which has come to it unsought, 
and so to act that the uncertainty which has 
marked the history of the islands for the last 
tifty years will be done away with. The old 
monarchical government can never be re- 
stored. That beliefis universal. It follows 
theu that the future of the islands rests either 


with the United States or Great Britain, and 


British control is not to be thought of for a 
single moment, Public sentiment demands 
the maintenance of the supremacy of 
United States, and the only question remain- 
ing is whether it shall bethrough a protector- 
ate or annexation. A permanent protector. 
ate means that the United States shall assume 
all the burdens and the responsibilities of gov- 
ernment without any compensation. Many 
who originally favored it have given up {he 
idea after careful study of the subject in all 
its bearings, and they see no solution except 
annexation. 

This is the broad general policy that must 

defined. The main question must be set- 
tled first. After that comes the adjustment of 
all interests. President Harrison is not un- 
mindful that there are difficulties which will 
require careful handling, but he does not be- 
lieve that they should be allowed to stand in 
the way of a declaration of national policy 
which will mark an erain the history of this 
country. Some of the difficulties will be met 
in the treaty of annexation. That, however, 
should be in terms as broad as pdéssible with- 
out trenching ow the domain of legislation. 
This is the plan that is being follow 

Harrison's Policy Defined. 

The President, in officially recognizing the 
annexation Commissioners and in directing 
the State Department to enter into the draft- 
ing of a treaty with them, will have shows the 
position of his administration.

Details All Complete, 


** All the details »f the annexation proposi- 
tion to the United States are completed,” ‘was 
the announcement of the Hawaiian Com- 
missioners late this evening, *‘and we could 
negotiate a treaty tomorrow if the Secretary 
of State deerred such a stev advisable. There 
is no holding back on our part, for we are only 
too anxious to communicate encouraging 
news to the provisional government at 
Honolulu as quickly as possible. Steamers 
leave San Franciseo for Hawaii Tuesday and 
Wednesday cf this week and we ex- 
pect to send good tidings by both 
vessels. If we do not take advantage 
of these opportunities there will be no other 
means of comthunication with the islands 
until March 3, when the next steamer sails 
from the United States. We have spent a 
busy day putting the final touches to the draft 
of the treaty so far as our side of the case is 
concerned, and now our only hope is for 
speedy and definite action on the part of the 
Government of the United States, 

‘““Now that we have been formally recog- 
nized by the President, we will begin paying 
official calis upon heads of departments and 
the different representatives of various coun- 
tries at Washington.

Figures from the Tariff Just Formulated by 
the Transcontinental Conference, 

Sr. Pavt, Mins., Feb: 12:—The new west- 
bound tariff, which, after a month’s session 
the Transcontinental Railroad Conference 
formulated, was given out today and changes 
the entire complexion of transcontinental 
rates. The new rates will go into effect Feb. 
15. The tariff is issued jointly bj the Union 
Pacific, the Northern Pacific. and the 
Ureat Northern, and covers the entire 
territory penetrated by these systems west 
from Chicago to the Pacific coast. It has been 
the avowed purpose in making these rates to 
build up the country throngh which the roads 
run, and all classes of freight have been acted 
on and are included in the schedules. There 
is ah aver reduchon of 20 per cent 
on all freight rates from St. Paul 
to Spokane, a reduction of from 12 
to 16 per cent on coast rates and 
of from 2 to 7 on rates to Montana, while the 
only east-bound reduction is 6 cents on 
luinber, from 56to 50, And the east-bound 
lumber rate to Chicago and St. Louis remains 
at 60 and 773, respectively. uctions. to 
Spokane are the result of an appeal by that 
city to the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion, and the new rates are éven. better than 
ordered by the commission. The reductions 
to Montana are a concession to its com- 
mercial development. 

One or two factors enter into the situation 
which give it an additional interest. The 
present agreement embraces only three roads 
instead of ten, the number subject to the old 
arrangement. The new tariff extends no fur- 
ther east than Chicago, while the one it super- 
sedes provided for transcontinental business. 
It is a notable fact that while only three roads 
have joined in the new tariff all the transcon- 
tinental roads were represented during the 
early days of the conference. Why they with- 
drew isnot known, but no complications are 
expected frown that quarter. 

e railroads to the South will be compelled 
to reduce their rates to Pacific coast points if 
they intend to carry any trauscontinental busi- 
ness at all. It is understood that. the Canadian 
Pacific, while not. directly ne in the 
agreement, will coincide im t result. The 
new tariff directly applies to the Northwestern 
tier of States and the North Pacific coast 
points; its influence on other territory will be 
indirect.

RETAIL CLERKS ORGANIZE, 


They Will Endeavor to Secure at Least 
Two Nights Of a Week. 

“A meeting of retail clerks was held at 
Fleiner’s’ Hall, No. 58 Clybourn avenue, yes- 
terday afternoon, to organize for the purpose 
of securimg at least two nights off from work 
each week. The meeting was held under the 
auspices of the Retail Clerks’ National Pro- 
tective Association of thé United States. 
About 200 persons were present, the number 
that the hail would hold, and many who were 
unable to- get inside went away. M. H. Mad- 
den, President of the Illinois State Federa- 
tion of Labor, was the first speaker. He said 
it was intended to arouse the syrhpathes of 
the people in general in behalf of overworked 
clerks, and to help thetn to be given an oppor- 
tunity to elevate themselves by having 
some spare hours, evenings for  read- 
ing and improving their mental capabilities. 
W. C. Pomeroy, organizer for the American 
Federation ot Labor and the Trades Assem- 
bly, urged the clerks to strive to help them- 
selves by organizing. Frank Sweeny, editor 
of the Switchman’s Journal and Past Grand 
Master of the Switchmen’s Union, also spoke 
of the necessity for organization. L. T. 
O’Brien, President of the Retail Clerks’ Asso- 
ciation, explained how the object of the clerks 
might be attained. He t 1t was in- 
tended to have benefit entertainments for 
those who are sick or out of work and to es- 
tablish club-rooms in various parts of the city 
to aid as employment bureaus for clerks seek- 
ing places, as well as to be resting places for 
those at leisure. Sixty-three new members 
were enrolled.

After the Proclamation of Emancipation was 
signed Lincoin held it, waiting for some great 
victory before giving it to the world, so that it 
might appear to be the child of strength. This 
was the 22d of July, 1862, The 22d of 
August of same year, after Lincoln 
wrote his celebrated letter to Horace Greeley in 
which he stated that his object was to save the 
Union, that he would save it with slavery if he 
could ; that if it was necessary to destroy slavery 
in order to save the Union he would. In other 
words, he would do what was necessary to save 


the Union. 

This letter disheartened, to a at o aaaren. 
thousands and millions of the f of freedom.

Speaking of Lincoln’s character he said: 

Strange mingling of mirth and tears, of the 
tragic and grotesque, of cap and crown, of Socrates 
and Democritus, of Zsop and Marous Aurelius, of 
all that is gentle and just, humorous and honest, 
merciful, wise, laughable, lovable, and divine, 
and all consecra to the use of man, while 
through ali and over all were an overwheélmi 
sense of obligation of chivalric loyalty to tru 
and upon all the shadow of the tragic end. 

Nearly all the great historic characters are im- 
possible monsters, disproportion by flattery or by 


calumny deformed. ® know nothi of their 
peculiarities. About these oaks there dlings. none 
of the earth of humanity. Washington is now 
only a steel engraving. About the real man who 
lived, avd loved, and hated, and schemed, we 
know but little. 

The glass through which we look at him is of 
such high magnifying power that the features are 
exceedingly indistinct. Hundreds of people are 
now engaged in smoothing out the lines of Lin- 
coln’s fate, forcing all features to common 
moid, sq that he may be known, not as he really 
was, but, according to their poor standard, as he 
should have been. 

Lincoln was notatype. He stands alone. no 
ancestors, no fellows, and no successors. He was 
a many sided man, acqueinted with smiles and 
tears, oo in brain, single in heart, direct as 
light, and his words, candid as mirrors, gave the 
perfect image of his thought.. He was never 
afraid to ask, never too dignified to admit that he 
ye not know. No man had keener wit or kinder 

umor. 

It may be that humor. is the pilot of reason. 
People without humor drift unconsciously into 
absurdity. Humor sees the other side, stands in 
the mind like a spectator, a good-natured critic, 
and gives its opinion before judgment is reached. 
Humor goes with good nature and good nature 
is the climax of reason. In anger reason abdi- 
cates and malice extinguishes the torch. Such 
was the humor of Lincoln that he could tell even 
unpleasant truths as charmingly as most men can 
tell the things we wish to hear. 

He was not solemn. Solemnity is a mask worn 
by ignvrance and hypocrisy. It is the preface, 
prologue, and index to the cunn or the stupid. 

He was natural in his life and thought, master

HOME SEORETARY ASQUITH SMDDEN- 
LY FINDS HIMSELF FAMOUS. 


He Has Proved Himielfto Be One of the 
First-Rate Debaters in the Commons, 


and Character—His Crushing Reply to 
Redmond Anent'the Release of the Dy- 
mamiters~-Great Interest in the Home 


Rule Bill,

‘Loxpoxs, Feb. 11;--The man of the hour is 
Mr. Asquith, Itmeed mot be said that he 
woke Friday morning and found himeelf 
famous, for he was famous before as the 
young outsider whom Mr, Gladstane, a great 
stickler for custom and gradual promotion, 
had taken from the ranks and made Home 
Secretary. He had already justified this 
choice by his admibistrative ability in the 
most difficult of all the Secretaryships of 
State. He had been the spokesman of his 
party during the long Parliamentary vacation. 
It remained for him to vindicate his place 
among the small group of really first-rate 
debators in the House of Commons, and this 
he did Thursday. 
- Seldom has any speech by a young Minister 
been so much. praised. Seldum has any 
speech been made in circumstances which to 
the average politician would have seemed 
more perplexing. But Mr, Asquith has some- 
thing more than ability. He has courage and 
he has character. If ever there were a situa- 
tior which weuld have tempted a weak man 
to equivocaté or to compromise, this was one. 
It is the eve of the introduction of the home 
rule bill—the bill by which this Ministry must 
ultimately stand or fall. — 

“We will not have home rule,” said Mr. 
Redmond, “ unless we have amnesty with 8,” 
and to give effect to his words he moved an 
amendment to the address in truth, though 
notin terms, demanding the release of the 
dynamiters. Mr. Redmond’s speech, as Mr. 
Asquith aid not fail to remind him, dealt 
with case of Daly only, and he urged his 
release, and by inference that of the other 
thirteen dynamiters, on two grounds: First, 
that he is innocent; second, that, whether in- 
nocent or guilty, he is a political prisoner. 

Mr. Asquith’s reply.to both was crushing. 
With all the precision of the lawyer and alert- 
ness of the debater, he stated the case against 
Daly, the unanswered and unanswerable facts. 
Most of them came out in the trial. “As to 
the rest,”’ said Mr. Asquith with dignity, “I 
am stating to the House on my authority and 
responsibility as a Minister of the Crown, hav- 
ing cast upon me a most responsible and pain- 
ful duty, that I have satisfied myself of the 
truth of these facts from information at my 
disposal which I shali not impart or commun- 
icate to re is,” continued the 
Home Secretar y, “not the smallest doubt of 
Daly’s guilt. if there were, he should have 
‘the benefit of it. No more is there of Gallagher’s 
and the others; they are all guilty, all justly 
sentenced; all rightfully in prison, and there 
they will remain.’’ 

Statements That Surprised. 


Phen followed a statement of the doctrine 
touching so-called political crime crimi- 
nals—lucid, wholesome, temperate, and firm. 
“ You have to look,” said Mr. Asquith, “not 
to the motive but to the method by which the 
crime is carriéd ont. Assassination and dy- 
namite are as much outside the pale of politi- 
cal offenses as poisuning wells in time of war. 
They who use either deserve and will receive 
no conside or indulgence from any 
British Government.”

The Home Rule Bill. 


Mr. Gladstone will introduce his home rule 
bill Monday afternoon. There is, of course, 
great eagerness to hear him, and a 
strong hope that he may not think it 
needful to confine himself to a mere 
exposition of principles and details, as he did 
in 1886. His own eagerness to tell his secret 
is not less keen than that of others to hear it, 
and his confidence is superb. Secret it still is 
suv far as England is concerned. sumima- 
ries published in America are not here regard- 
ed as authentic, . They have not been reprint- 
ed or noticed. 

If Mr. Gladstone has shown any sign of 
failing power it is in his irritability in the 
House. He used to be imperious; he has of 
late been querujlous, A harmless allusion by 
Mr. Balfour to his early disappearance from 
the late sitting of Thursday provoked an out- 
burst of anger which Mr. Balfour appeased 
by an apology. Mr. Gladstone has com- 
plained repeatedly of the length of the 
debate on the address. He calls it ob- 
struction, and in this complaint he 
has the support of Mr. Healy. Mr. Balfour 
contented himeelf with proving that the length 
is not unusual, that the subjects discussed 
have been of great importance, that out of 
five awendments moved three had been moved 
by home rulers, and that at least half the time 
devoted to the debate had been occupied by 
the Gladstonians. However, all this is by- 
play. Serious business will begin when the 
home ryle bill is before the House and the 
country. 

Down to Thursday ‘the by-elections in 
England all told thesame etory, a Unionist 
victory, or a diminished Gladstonian ma- 
jority. Huddersfield is an example of the 
first and Buraley of the second. Sir Joseph 
Crosland, Unionist, wins the seat for which 
he was beaten at the general election by Mr.

Details of the System. 

Under the McCann. system every police sta- 
tion would be furnished with six e maps 
or plates which could be hung on wall. 
The first would consist of front view outlines 
of variously eha the prominent types 
only being followed. The second plate would 
be of eyes and eyebrows, configuration rather 
than expression being aimed at. Noses come 
on the third plate, and mustaches on 
the fourth, various sorts of hats on the fifth, 
and ears, if noticed, on the sixth... Besideg the 
plate number each outline on the sheet has its 
individual reference number which’ in tarn 
refers to cabinet drawers lettered to cor- 
respond. The row of drawers lettered ** plate1 ”’ 
contains a series of cards six by four inches in 
size, each bearmg the front view outline of a 
head differing according to their index num- 
bers, so that the outline on “plate 1, No.1” 
differs materially from that of **plate 1, No. 
2.” The other drawers are similarly num- 
bered and indexed, but instead of cards con- 
tain sinall gummed labeis witn the various 
features vrinted upon them and roughly 
trimmed to outline. 

In use the system is as follows: A man has 
been robbed and is able to give a fair descrip- 
tion of the robber. He calis at the police sta- 
tion to make complaint and is turned over to 
the Sergeant 1n charge of the McCann identi- 
fication system. Instead cf taking a written 
description of the robber the Sergeant shows 
the complainant plate 1 and asks him if he 
can remember enough of the robber’s face to 
say which outline it looks like. The man se- 
lects No. 3 and the Sergeant opens the drawer 
in plate 1 row numbered 3 and takes out one 
of the cards. Then the complainant selects 
from the next plate eyes and eyebrows No. 1 
as most like those of the robber, and the Ser- 
geant pastesa label from that box in the 
proper place on the outline head. The same 
method is followed with the other feat- 
ures until the portrait is built up, 
and as the reference numbers are 
identical in each station the numbers 
can be telegraphed and an exactly similar 
portrait constructed in each station if neces- 
sary. Such telegraphic description would 
read: * Arrest for robbery—Plate 1, No. 3; 
plate 2, No. 1; plate 3, No, 5,” etc, 

** Of course,”’ said Officer McCann, “ there 
would be mistakes, but I claim t there 
would be fewer than under the present system 
of written descriptions. If a man is compe- 
tent to give a deacription at all he is compe- 
tent to give it under my system. A certain 
atnount of manual dexterity on the part of the 
Sergeant constructing the pictures is neces- 
sary, but it can easily be picked up. * Just’ as 
much as a photograph excels @ written descrip- 
tion for purposes of identification, just so 
much does my system excel that at present 
in vogue. I believe the Bertillon system to 
be the best system for identifying criminals 
after they have once been caught, but I be- 
lieve mine is the best for catching them.”
